New Opleans, March 35.-Only six
Mocks of the city of Oreenville, Mis.,
Are above water today. No lives have
besn lost ne far as s known, but the
pituftion |s serlous. ‘The water from
Y Chrange crevasse, now 400 yards
wile, w1l fow Into Flsh inke. Black
bayos, the Sunflower tiver and Dwer
creel. 1t will overflow the greater
part of Washington and Bharkey coun-
tiew, and will entirely submerge Isa-
quentn county, with sinall portions of
Yaroo and Warren, Many of the
slreanmis nto which It finds €8 way are
already swollen and full from back-
wigter and continual ralns.
